JAMAICA LEG ISl/ATTJItE. 

An Address Expressing Loyalty to Be 
Sent to the King. 

Kingston, Jamaica. Feb. 5.— At a 
special meeting of the legislature just 
held to take action on the death, of 
Queen Victoria, the Governor read a 
message received last night from the 
King, beginning, " To my people beyond 
the seas," in which His Majesty prom- 
ised to follow his mother's footsteps in 
promoting peace and progress through- 
out his vast colonial dominions. The 
council resolved to send an address to 
the King, expressing its loyalty, and the 
hope that the island will soon emerge 
from the decay into which it has fallen 
during the last few years. The mem- 
I hers also referred to the good done to 
i Jamaica nnd the other colonics by the 
i late Queen Victoria.

Pekin, Feb. 5.— The Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries, Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang, had a protracted meeting this 
morning with the foreign envoys. 
Twelve names of prominent Chinese of- 
ficials were submitted, with the request 
that China keep faith with the powers 
and punish the nersonti named eommen- 
surately with their offences. 

The Chinese plenipotentiaries replied 
that China's earnest hope wa.s to cudTy 
out fully the demands or tile powers 
and that she felt sure the punishment 
which she would inllict Would be satis- 
factory. It wa.s discovered that two out 
of the twelve persons named were al- 
ready dead. Jn curtain eases tin; Clii^ 
nose plenipotentiaries gave reaeous why 
the punishment inflicted should be ban- 
ishment, and not death, asserting that 
in those eases they particularly desired 
banishment only because the persons in 
question were so closely related to the 
throne. 

Alter a, long conversation on the sub- 
ject of punishment, it was decided that 
the foreign envoys should draw up a full 
li.st of accused otllciala both national and 
provincial, with indictments specifying 
the guilL of each and a statement of the 
punishment requited, which would be 
presented to the Chinese plenipotenti- 
aries for definite action. 

Li Hung Chang, who is very weak 
from his recent illness, had to be car- 
ried in and out of the British legation. 
Ho is unable to walk, but his head seems 
as clear us ever. The foreign envoys 
were impressed with the evident, desire 
of botli Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang to come to terms. Prince Ching 
asked whether, provided China showed 
by every meants in her power a desire 
to carry out the terms ot the joint note, 
the foreign troops would leave Pekin. 
The foreign envoys replied that this was 
!!. subject they cotdd not discuss be- 
yond saying that if everything were sat- 
isfactory, they would begin to withdraw 
the troops early in the coming spring, 
but that this depended largely upon the 
Chinese themselves. 

Prince Ching ami Li Hung Chang saiit 

they desired to know the names of 
places where the guards would be kept 
for tin; purpose of communicating with 
in accordance with the terms of the 
joint note. They were informed thai 
this was a subject regarding which the 
military authorities had no accurate 
knowledge, but that at present no deter- 
mination had been reached. 

Prince Ching was anxious to know 
what provision would be made to con- 
trol the legation guards and to prevent 
them from disturbing business. He ask- 
ed if tin; guards would bo allowed over 
all parts ol the city. 

To Ibis inquiry the reply was given 
thai thi' guards would certainly not lie 
allowed to interfere with any avoca- 
tion.-i of the Chinese, but would be kept 
to merely guard the legations in case 
of necessity. Prince Ching wa.s assur- 
ed that, in whatever pari of the city the 
legation guards might go, they would be 
required to coulirm to the laws which 
would he required to conform to the 
laws which would be agreed upon, undsi 
pain of severe punishment for any in- 
fraction. 

J lie uninosc plenipotentiaries also 
touched upon the question of forts, ask- 
ing if it would be necessary to destroy 
thelll. As there seemed to be some diver- 
sity of opinion among the foreign en- 
voys regarding the matter, it was left 
over until the question of punishment 
had been definitely decided. Count von 
Woldersee has left for Shan Hai Kwa.n. 

Shanghai, Pel). 5. — A despatch from 
Pekin says Prince Chuen has started 
for Germany to present the apology ot 
China for the murder of Baron von Ket- 
teler, the German min'iKter at Pekin. 

Berlin, Feb. 5.— The war office lias re- 
ceived the following despatch from 
Count von Wnldersee: 

"Pekin, Feb. 5.— The column under 
Gen. von Trothn, which left here on 
January 31. reached Yang Fang, thirty 
kilometres northwest of Pekin. on Sat- 
urday, February .°>. Next day the col- 
umn mn.de an expedition from that point 
into the mountainous region westward. 
I leave Pekin to-morrow for Shan TTai 
Kwan, on n visit of inspection. I shall 
return on February 0." 

"Washington. Feb. 5.— Consul McWncta 
at Canton has cabled to the department 
of state that the Empress has appointed 
Chan Posbi special ambassador to Eng- 
land to bear condolences on accoMnt of 
the death of Queen Victoria, nnd also 
congratulations to King Edward on his 
accession. On the return of Chan Poshi 
lie will be appointed chief chancellor. 
Chira Kung Hsin Chan is appointed Ins 
chief secretary. From England they 
will come to the United States on route 
to China. 



UNITED STATES TROWS. 

They Will Not Be Removed From China 
This Winter. 

Washington, Feb. 5.— The cabinet at: 
its meeting to-day again discussed the 
quebtion of the number of troops to be 
left in China. A tentative conclusion 
was reached not to augment or decrease 
the force now there. Comfortable quar- 
ters for the trooi>K are now being pre- 
pared, and unless conditions change, the 
present force will remain during tho 
■winter. 

During the session of the cabinet, the 
nominations of general officers of the 
army sent to the Senate to-day, were 
discussed at length and some re-arrange- 
ment of the list as prepared was submit- 
ted to the Senate to-day. The unusual 
course was pursued by the President 
with respect to the nomination of Major- 
General Nelson A. Miles to be lleut-gen- 
eral. The question of nomination was 
submitted to the cabinet and a ballot 
was taken upon it. It resulted in the 
favor of the nomination, and it therefore 
WAS sent to the Senate. No detailed 
statement of vote is obtainable. 

BUBONIC PLAGUE.

London, Feb. 5. — A special despatch 
from Capetown says that Gen. Dewet, 
according to Capetown reports, intends 
to annex va.rious districts of Cape Col- 
ony and to commandeer men and sup- 
plies, although he is now urging the col- 
onists not to join him. 

It is reported here that British troops 
are advancing rapidly towards the Por- 
tuguese frontier. 

Capetown, Feb. 5. — An order has been 
gazetted permitting the importation of 
goods to the Transvaal subject to a mil- 
itary permit. 

The Boers captured two hundred Brit- 
ish when they rushed Moddersfontoin 
on January 80. The prisoners were sub- 
sequently released. Thirty British were 
killed or wounded. 

Olllcinls have 'been despatched to all 
the bays along the west coast of Cape 
Colony to guard against the landing of 
mercenaries or arms. With the excep- 
tion of one. all the guns of the British 
cruiser Sybille, wrecked last month near 
Lambeth Bay, have been recovered. 

Clan William, Feb. 5.— Col. Brandor 
drove the Boers out of Varrhynsdorp, 
capturing a number of wagons 0,11 d a 
quantity of merchandise. All the farms 
in this region are deserted. The only 
being found, except armed Boers, was an 
English governess fin one of the farms. 

Bloemfontein, Feb. 5.— The pence 
movement throughout the surrendered 
Boers has hitherto been unsuccessful. 
Peace envoys will visit Capetown ami 
set going new peace designs. 

Ottawa. Fob. 5.— (Special)— Col. Steele 
has been offered a colonelcy in Baden- 
Powell's police, with a salary of $6,000. 
with allowances. Recruiting commences 
first in British Columbia. Dr. Vaux of 
Ottawa, is chief medical examiner. The 
force will be moboiizeu here. 

Valetta, Malta, Feb. 5.— The British 
third-class cruiser Pyriunus has been 
ordered to South A frica. 



SPANISH STRIKE. 

Railway Communication Tnif^'runted — ' 
An Immense Number of Men Out. 

Madrid. Feb. 5.— A strike on the rail- 
road to the Portuguese frontier is •caus- 
ing great dislocation of traffic. Only a 
few trains are rnnning. and they arc 
worked by military engineers. The en- 
gines nnd cars are lying deserted on the 
tracks. A general strike of nil the 
trades at Gijon. growing out of the 
eight-hour question, has assumed Inrcro 
proportions. Over 150.000 men are out. 
The strikers thus far have been ouiet. 
but martial law has boon proclaimed 
throughout the provinces, and the gov- 
ernment has drafted there a sufficient 
force of troops to cope with any emerg- 
ency. 



ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 

All Is Ready for Opening of the House 
To-day. 

Toronto, Feb. 5— (Special) — All is in 
readiness for the opening of the legisla- 
ture to-morrow. Mr. Whitney arrived 
in town to-day, and with other members 
took the oath of allegiance. 

Lieut. -Governor Mowat will be es- 
corted to the house by a hundred men of 
the Grenadiers. There are three new 
members to be introduced— Messrs. Mon- 
ro, North Renfrew; Breithoupt, North 
Waterloo; a.ud Gross, of Welland. The 
chamber has been draped with black aad 
purple, In the corridors of the house is 
a portrait of Gen. Wolfe, painted by J. 
W. L. Forster.

Was Read at the Caucus of the 
Conservatives at Ottawa 
Last Night. 



Ottawa, Feb. 5. — Over seventy senat- 
ors and members attended the Conser- 
vative caucus ito-niglit. Mr. Brock, of 
Toronto, presided. 

Sir Charles Tupper's valedictory was 
read. He reviewed the accomplishments 
of the Conservative party and mentions 
two planks which must be pressed — the 
fast line project and the adoption of in- 
ter-Imperial preferential trade. The lat- 
ter he considers the most important is- 
sue before the people of Canada. 

A committee was appointed, of which 
Col. Prior is a member, to draft a suit- 
able reply.. 

There was some divergence of opin- 
ion on the question of leadership, ami 
final decision was postponed until to- 
morrow night, when more members will 
be here. Some wanted a permanent 
leader chosen; the majority, however, 
favor the choice of a, sessional leader, 
and these have Mr. Borden in view.

Windsor, Feb. 5.— King Edward, in 
the uniform of a Prussian dragoon regi 
ment; Emperor Wflliam, wearing a Brit- 
ish Field Marshal's uniform; the Duke 
of Counaught, in the uniform of a 
Prussian regiment of Hussars, and 
Prince Henry of Prussia, left Windsor 
Castle to-day in a royal carriage, drawn 
by four horses, with postillions and es- 
cort of Life Guards. They drove to tlitf 
railroad station and took train for Lon- 
don. Their Majesties were loudly ac- 
claimed by the assembled crowds. 

London, Feb. 5.— On the arrival of 
their .Majesties at Paddingtoa station, 
they were met by an assemblage oi high 
court and army ollieials. The band 
played "God Sawo the King," a proces- 
sion was formed and the royal carriages 
were drive;; to Marlborough House. 

Emperor William, who was very pale, 
sat beside King Edward in an opeu 
landau. The people lining the route 
gave the Emperor enthusiastic ovations. 
They were especially vociferous at the 
Park and in Piccadilly. 

Emperor William returned on board 
the imperial yacht Ilohenzollern at Port 
Victoria on his way home after receiv- 
ing from the crowds demonetations ex- 
pressive of their appreciation of his visit 
to England. 

The Emperor's passage through Lon- 
don was somewhat marred by fog. A na- 
val parade greeted the Emperor's arrival 
at Port Victoria, when all the war ves- 
sels dressed ship, this being farther evi- 
dence of exceptional cordiality existing 
between the two countries. 

Emperor William was accompanied by 
Crown Prince Frederick William and 
the Duke of Sparta. It was at Charing 
Cross railway station, subsequent to 
the luncheon at Marlborough House, the 
chief ovation occurred. The crowds, 
packed densely, cheered loudly as each 
state carriage, containing the German 
suite passed, and shouted themselves 
hoarse, when behind a brilliant escort 
of Life Guards, Emperor William, King 
Edward, Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam a.ml the Duke of Counaught drovo 
up in the same carriage. 

The Archbishop of York, Field Mar- 
shal Earl Roberts, the Lord Mayor and 
many distinguished people, including tho 
members of the German embassy and a 
number of officers, gathered on the plat- 
form to bid farewell to Emperor Wil- 
liam. The last was in tho highest spir- 
its. He talked, laughed and shook 
bands with all around and smiled con- 
tinually; King Edwnrd was equally, 
cheerful; ho appeared to bo in better 
health than for weeks past. 

After an affectionate farewell be- 
tween the two monarchs, the train start- 
ed out amid the playing of the national 
anthem by the band of the Coldstream 
Guards and the cheers of the people. 
King Edwn.rd ran forward to take n 
final grip of Emperor William's hand, 
which was held out of a window. It 
was evident, that no one was better 
pleased at events than the Emperor him- 
self. A band of German detectives 
followed his footsteps and boarded the 
train before it started. 

For the first time in manv days the 
Hags in the streets and on the buildings 
floated at the heads of the staffs. The 
German flag was prominently displayed. 

The Duke of Cornwall and York is 
making satisfactory progress towards re- 
covery. 

Prince Henry of Prussia, who reioined 
the German flagship Baden n,t Ports- 
mouth this afternoon, was gazetted to- 
night as honorary vice-admiral in tho 
British navy. 

It is understood that King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra will rest at Sa.ud- 
ringham for the next few days. Tho 
former will return to Buckingham Pal- 
ace on February 13. and hold a Privy 
council to draff tho King's Speech at the 
opening of parliament. 

Tn conformity with the course adopt- 
ed by the former Princ" of Wales, af- 
terwards King George IV.. who resign- 
ed the nflice of grand master when ho 
was appointed regent. King Edward has 
now resigned, the ot"ee .of errand master 
of Freemasons, in Envbind. which lie 
has held since lS7-t. P.m be will retain 
his connection with Masonry under the 
probable title of protector. ' A special 
Grand lodee will bo Rumnion'»d on Pcb- 
rua.rv 15, when if is expected the Duke 
of Connancht will be nominated -to suc- 
ceed His Majesty as grand master.

A tunnel 150 feet deep had been 
driven into the hank, and the gravel 
claim known as the Yellow Jacket had 
been struck. It is a sort of decomposed 
ore, and a prominent mining authority 
said thnt it was not likely that there 
would be a very large amount of this 
gravel in one place, although it would 
not require much to make a fortune. 
Miller is now on his way in to see just 
what his laymen were doing, as he had 
not heard from them in some time 
Discovery on Pine, just below where the 
rich find was made, proved to he the 
richest claim in the district, and the re 
cent discovery may he a continuation ol 
that pnystreak. 

Prospectors in the Stewart Rive 
country are no longer confining them 
selves to the Clear creek diggings, but 
many arc now pushing over the divides 
to Twenty-Mile creek, and even farther. 
Constable .Toy of the N. W. M. P.. who 
is stationed at a post near McOuesten. 
in an interview in tile Dawson News of 
Jannory IS said: 

"There are not many men working on 
Clear this winter, but a few of the 
claim-owners are working near discov- 
ery and the forks of that stream. I 
heard of a Frenchman having a claim 
on Squaw creek, a tributary of Clear, 
from which be took a grub-stake during 
the winter. Those working near the 
forks have been bothered some by water 
seeping into the prospect holes. They 
have gone down 14 to IS feet near the 
forks without striking bedrock. I have 
brought out some gold that was panned 
from No. 4 .above discovery, one pan 
going 14 cents and the other 20. 

"Men are constantly travelling the 
trails lending to Clear. The greater 
part of the travel is over the Arkansas 
trnil, leading from Dominion. The 
route cut by the government up Rob "Roy 
this winter is not much followed. 

"Accommodations are provided all 
along the route. Empty cabins are avail- 
able for shelter all along Arkansas. 
Then the first road-house is reached five 
miles beyond the divide from Arkansas, 
another being only four miles further 
on. One is being built seven miles fur- 
ther ahead, and four miles more takes 
one to Gravel Lake, where there is a 
road-house ready for business. The 
next place is Barlow creek, II! miles be- 
yond Gravel Lake, where there is a store 
and licensed hotel. Sixteen miles further 
on there is a road-house in course of 
erection. 

" The T. & F. Co. has a store at Me 
Qucsten. MeQuesten and Barlow Citj 
are the same place. It is the purposi 
to hereafter call the place MeQuesten 
MeQuesten is 1!) miles from Barlow 
creek, and Barlow creek is 111 miles 
from discovery on Clear." 

Claude Kelley, of No. Ii above the 
mouth of Last Chance, in the Klondike 
district, reports to the Dawson News ex- 
traordinary earth struck on the group 
of several cluiims working there. The 
earth is dry as Hour and requires no 
thawing. It at present yields good pay. 
The dirt is absolutely dry when taken 
from the ground and remains so on the 
dump. The tunnels have run in several 
hundred feet. Only one or two other 
groups of dry claims are known to have 
been struck in the camp. 

The heavy mining machinery, boilers, 
etc., brought into the country before na- 
vigation closed, are now being hauled 
out to the mines en the creeks, to be in- 
stalled ready for use when summer work 
is possible.'

More sum- 
mer work is to he done than was at first 
expected, and in addition to the new 
work the-e will he 'Vniping" on a.ll of the 
(■Id claims, ns re- working the old ground 
is designated. 

Thousands of acres of Yukon hydrau- 
lic Concessions have been thrown open 
for placer entry. Advices have been re- 
ceived at Dawson from Ottawa to the 
eft'ecl that on accounl of the non-compli- 
ance with the government regula.1 ions, 
concessions have been revoked on Sixty- 
Mile, Ten-Mile, Slate creek. Stewart riv- 
er, Fifty-Mile, Ottawa and Ballnruf 
creeks. These concessions comprised 
ninny acres on all of the creeks and riv- 
eds here enumerated, and the field for 
prospecting thus provided for Yukon 
prospectors has been greatly enlarged. 

The lirsi extensive milling operations 
on Eureka creed;, n branch of the Indian 
river, have recently been undertaken 
by L. C. Anderson. He has put in a 
steam plant, which is the Grst on the 
creek, where heretofore considerable 
prospecting lias been done but not a 
great deal of mining, 

A Da.wson despatch of January 
says: "Business has been almost com- 
pletely suspended ever since the news 
of Ihe Queen's death was received at 
this place.

Capt. J. J. Hoaly, formerly general 
manager of the North American Trac- 
ing and Transportation Company, and an 
Alaskan pioneer, in an interview at Se- 
attle, said: "I'm no longer a young man, 
but I believe I shall live to see a contin- 
uous lino of railway from Xew York to 
St. Petersburg and other European capi- 
tals. Such lO.Vuilroud, in the nature of 
things, is only possible by way of Behr- 
ing strait, and work on one of the prin- 
cipal connecting links will be commenced 
within a year. 1 refer to the proposed 
railroad from Port Valdes, at the mouth 
of Copper river, to the American Yukon. 
That great enterprise will undoubtedly 
he inaugurated before January, 1902, 

"This Copper river road is sure to be 
built. Nothing is more certain. Work 
on its construction will be commenced, 
1 am certain, within twelve months. Al- 
ter crossing the mounliuu range the rail- 
road will follow the Tanana to the Yu- 
kon. From this point nothing seems 
more certain than that it will be built 
ou to Nome and through that district, 
across Behriug strait into Siberia. Such 
a project would of course have to be 
carried out by an international company, 
and witii the co-operation of the two uif- 
tioiu*, the United Suited and Russia, it 
requires no great stretch of imagination 
to picture a railroad across Mehring 
strait. It is hut twenty miles from the 
American shore to Dioniede island, and 
less than thai distance to the Siberian 
shore from that island. 

"Tile continuation of the road and its 
connection with the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way would give complete rail connection, 
assuming an extension of the Canadian 
Pacific or some other transcontinental 
railroad to connect with the Copper vi\< 
er road, between New York and St Pet 
ensburg. 

"Time will bring about the completion 
of this gigantic enterprise. There is 
money in tnis corn try to do it. Money is 
■low commanding less than .'! per cent. It 
wants more profitable investment. Mil- 
lions have been spent ill erecting sky- 
scrnping buildings, until these invest- 
inentM no longer pay. Hundreds of blocks 
in Chicago are tonantloss, or renting at 
such low rates that the investment does 
not pay. 

"Think what the construction of this 
road would mean! Tea from China 
could be shipped by land to this country 
A sea voyage injures tea. — robs it i £ it 
llavor. Russia carries her tea on enme! 
rather than subject it to a sea voyage 
use much better grades of tea here, but 
as Iv.'iO a pound. We could and would 
use much better grade sof tea here, bur 
it is not worth while now, for the reus 
on thnt it had to be shipped by water, 
Consider, loo, 'what the United States 
could ship to Russia, China and othei 
Oriental countries if this road were com- 
pleted." 

Capt. Ilealy contemplates the organ i 
station of a large company to operate ia 
Alaska. Speaking of the riches of the 
North, he said: 

"I do not hesitate to go on record its 
saying that the British Yukon or North- 
west, Territory, and Alaska, will with- 
in the next twenty-five years produce 
more aetur.l mineral wealth than the. en- 
tire world has contributed during the 
past quarter oi'a century, Formerly we 
had only the gold producing gravel bars 
of the Yukon, Circle City find Klondike 
districts. Now there are dozens of 
camps. Look at. thnt vnsl unexplored 
section of country lying between the Cop- 
per river and Nome; the great unexolor 
ed region of the Tann.'ia and the Koyu 
kuk. Consider, too, the Mackenzie riv 
er, where there is now scarcely a wliitt 
man. There is gold there un.ouostion- 
ably. It is but a distance of 150 to 200 
miles from Dawson lo the headwaters 
of the Mackenzie, which "will in time be 
prospected from its source to its mouth.

Picked Up By Revenue Cutter 
Grant—Vessel Now Due 
Here. 



News waa received by the- steamer 
Queen City last night tluit in the course 
of her investigations ou ithe West Ooust 
the United Stated revenue cutter Grunt 
found u life preserver from the British 
•tsliip Ilala. This life preserver was 
picked up near Uclulet on January 30. 
The firet two letters of the name were 
hard to make out, hut they could ho 
made out, mid the last three were dis- 
tinct, as well as the name of the port 
from which she hails. 

As the ilala, which is bringing n, car- 
go of general merchandise to this port, 
consigned to Robert Ward, has been due 
for some time, she having left Montevi- 
deo 01 ilujs ago, the lining of the life 
preserver will necessarily cauwe some 
anxiety for her, for she must have been 
in these waters off the coast during the 
icceut storms to account for the life pre- 
server, and while it nifliy be that she is 
perfectly safe, the fact tiiat corn brooms 
and other wreckage, such as might have 
been part, of the cargo of a loaded ship 
of her kind, have been among the wreck- 
age washed on to the coast, will not de- 
tract from the anxiety. 

When the life preserver was picked up 
the Ilala had been out 85 days for this 
port, having left on November 7, the 
same day as the bark Auldgirth, which 
arrived at Sau Francisco on the 30th, 
the day the life preserver was picked up 
on thin coast. It is three years or more 
since the Ilala was in these waters, and 
a lost life preserver would hardly be like- 
ly to llou't around for that period. It 
seems that she must have been in tin* 
vicinity ami lost the life belt, which has 
been carried ashore near Uclulet, Hej 
arrival will therefore be looked for with 
more intercut than otherwise, ami unless 
she arrives within a few days, it is not 
unlikely that the reinsurance buyers will 
be offering money on her. 

The Ilala. has had an unfortunate voy- 
age. She left London with her cargo for 
Victoria on June 15, and on August l.S 
put into Montevideo, having lost her 
main and fore topmasts in a pntpn. New 
masts were sent out from Loudon, ami 
she wns repaired a.t Montevideo, which 
port, she left, as said before, 01 days ago 
for Victoria.

Steamer Tartar left Yokohama on the 
same day as the Empress, and she is 
looked for to-morrow. Capt. Jones, the 
Vancouver pilot, is down to meet her. 

Steamer Queen Adelaide, of the North- 
ern Pacific line, is not yet reported. 
She is looked for hourly. 



The steamer Queen City, which 
was from Ahousetl and way ports, 
brought no further news of wreckage. 
She had few passengers ami an un- 
eventful voyage. From Ahousett news 
was received that trie sealers are secur- 
ing their crews, but at the rancheries to 
tho south of that port the schooners are 
experiencing difficulty in getting the In- 
dians to sign. They refuse to go for 
$4 per skin, the price offered by the com- 
pany. The Triumph at Ahousett has 
ten canoes signed, anil the E. B. Marvin 
has six or seven. The Libbie and 
Zillah May are at Uclulet, so far un- 
successful; the Sadie Turpel and Geneva 
ut Village Island, the Victoria at 
Dodge's Cove, and the Ida Etta and 
Teresa are faring no better. 

There were but six passengers on the 
Queen City from the Coast— Mrs. E. J. 
Saunders, William Price, J. Gascoygne, 
Charles Campbell, C. R. Smith and A. 
Tundel. Mr. Price, who is managing 
the work at the iron mines in Barclay 
Sound, came down en route to iiiioke, 
where his company has leased soropjrop. 
mines, agreeing to pay a royalty for 
every ton of ore taken out. 

Tho steamer brought down lot) tons 
of ore from the Monitor mine on Alberni 
Canal, the fourth shipment from this 
mine since the completion of the aerial 
tramway enabled it to become a shipping 
mine. 

The Queen City left at 11 o'clock last 
night for Tacoma to discharge the ore 
at the smelter in the City of Destiny. 



SEALERS HEARD FROM. 

A Number of the Schooners of the Local 
Fleet Reported from CnJifornian 
Coast. 

A letter received by local sealers from 
San Francisco, says the following catch- 
es have been reported to February 1:

THEIR SWAY SFPREME. 

British Columbia Collieries Ship Greater 
Portion of Coal to Coast Markets. 

During the week ending February 12, 
according to J. W. Harrison's coal re- 
port, the colliers from the Island mines 
landed 10,870 tons of coal at San Fran- 
cisco out of tie- total of 18,020 tons re- 
ceived there. Tho report says: 

"The demand f"r steamer uses is quite 
large, and steamer coals arc being freely 
sold as fast as same nrrive. The steam- 
ers now plying to Australia. Honolulu 
and the Orient are much larger fuel 
consumers than in former years, so that 
tli.> ililTorenre is markedly felt. Tin' 
winter demand for house use is up t'> 
tlu> average, although Him number nf gas 
stoves fur cooking and house heating is 
being increased annually. They are 
cheap, clean and effective. The local coal 
market is now controlled absolutely by 
tho Coast production, and their sway-is 
so supreme that it cannot be interfered 
with, as it was prior In two years ago.'' 

To the laree amount of coal landed 
at San Francisco are of course to be 
added the shipments for L"s Angeles. 
Honolulu and other markets, as well as 
that placed on Alaskan and Oriental 
liners which fill their bunkers at the col- 
lieries. Thus it will be seen that the 
weekly output is no small one.

Both ships 
were placed on the "overdue list," not 
because they are overdue, for the 'for- 
mer is out but 55 a.nd the latter 33 days 
to-day, but because the wreckage was 
found and there were fears that the 
vessels had been caught in the recent 
heavy storms off; the coast, and then;

THE CANADA NORTHERN. 

A questiou which the government 
legislature and people of British Colum 
will have to take into consideration 
at a very early day is as to what menus 
ought tu be adopted to bring about th 
construction through this province of 
what is known as the Canada Northern 
Railway. While it may be accepted as 
definitely decided that at some not very 
remote period this line will be construct- 
ed, many things will have to be deter- 
mined before it can be assured within 
what, to our Western ideas, is a reason- 
able length of time. In other parts of 
Canada, the prospect of anything trans- 
piring in, say, ten years may .seem sulll- 
eient, hut here there iri no disposition 
to -wait upon any such remote contin- 
gencies. The "near future" with ns 
does not mean a decade from now, but 
next year, and, if possible, the present 
one. We have all risked too much to 
be willing to wait Tory long for the fru- 
ition of our hopes. Therefore it is time- 
ly to begin the discussion in a general 
"way of whait thin province can do to se- 
cure the immediate inception of this 
undertaking, which means so very much 
to us in an industrial and commercial 
sense. 

There are four ways in which the 
prorinco can secure the construction of 
great trunk lines of railway. One is by 
government construction, ownership and 
operation. So many difficulties, how- 
ever, surround this, that it is hardly 
worth while to discuss it n.t length. One 
of them is of itself sufficient to place the 
plan outside the category of debatable 
projects, namely: The certainty that 
the Foleriil Government would decline 
to givo any assistance to railways that 
are to he owned by any one of the Prov- 
inces, and we cn.n scarcely contemplate 
the expenditure of the large sums, need- 
ed to secure the building of British Co- 
lumbia lines, on the credit of the Prov- 
ince alone. We must, therefore, look to 
private enterprise, supplemented by 
Federal and Provincial assistance, to se- 
cure us the necessary transportation fa- 
cilities. In what way ca.n this assistance 
be best rendered. Three methods «ug. 
gest themselves. Oiuj is the giving of a 
cash bonus. This is the simplest way, 
and possesses the advantage of limiting 
the liability of the Province to a fixed 
amount. On the other hand it precludes 
the possibility of the Provincial revenue 
ever being relieved from liability incur- 
red by reason of the bonus, unless the 
gift of the company is coupled with some 
conditions as to repayment. It is quite 
possible that a cash bonus could be 
agreed upon according to some plan 
which would -make it preferable to nay 
other, but this -is a matter of detail, 
which need not be worked out here. A 
second plan is the giving of a land sub- 
sidy. To this there has been a great 
deal of objection made during the last 
five years. We think the objection was 
not wholly reasonable. The grantee of 
public lands, whether he obtains them in 
small areas for cash, or in large areas 
by way of subsidy, cannot take them out 
of the country. Neither are they of any 
value to him unless he c«,i\ dispose of 
them or utilize them in some way, and 
under any condition that would be sug- 
gested, the moment they were disposed 
of or employed for any other purpo 
than security for a bond issue, tin 
would become taxable, and hence what' 
was an un remunerative area would he- 
come revenue producing. On the other 
hand the value of land subsidy to n 
railway company is often doubtful, from 
the point of view of those who are fin- 
ancing the undertaking. It is not so 
easy as is commonly supposed to fin 
ance land-grant bonds, even when the 
land is in British Columbia, especially 
as under our law the minera.'s which 
give r, speculative value to the land do 
not pass to the grantee. There remains 
the plan of government guarantee. We 
are quite aware that the system under 
which government guarantees to rail- 
ways have been given in this Province 
has not produced such results nr. a,re cal- 



culated to encourage popu'ar favor to- 
wards similar projects in the future. 
But in this, as in many other matters, 
we all know more than we did, and it 
would bo possible to devise a scheme of 
guarantee which would not bo open to 
serious objection from the taxpayer's 
point of view. That this can be done is 
shown by the experience of the Prov- 
ince of Manitoba, which guaranteed 
bonds for certain lines of railway con- 
structed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Mann & 
Co. The Province has never been call- 
ed upon to pay a dollaj of the guarantee, 
owing to the fact that traffic was rapidly; 
developed along the line, and interest 
Charges were promptly paid. There is 
an advantage in the guarantee system 
in tha.t it enables the constructing com- 
pany to raise money upon highly favor- 
able terms, thereby reducing the inter- 
est charges and rendering more remote 
the chance of the country 1 ing called 
upon to meet the guarantee. The experi- 
ence in Manitoba also shows the impor- 
tance of the lino to be guaranteed being 
properly located. We all know from ob- 
servation that in a country like ours lo- 
cation is an all-important factor in con- 
nection with tho earning capacity of any 
railway. 

In presenting these general observa- 
tions, no opinion is expressed as to which 
of them is tho most desirable. The oh 
ject aimed at is to direct public atten 
Hon to the proposed undertaking, st 
that in case the government is asked to 
consult the legislature in regard to it 
the public may not be wholly taken by 
surprise. At least one season, and more 
probably two, would be necessary before 
any company, contemplating the pro- 
posed railway, could decide upon the 
routo and the Coast terminus. This de- 
cision would entail a very considerable 
outlay, which no company would be 
likely to make without having some 
reasonable guarantee of receiving the 
assistance necessary to enable them to 
finance the undertaking. 



SEW I2RAGE. 



The residents of the district bounded 
by .Moss and Belcher streets, Rockland 
avenue and Cadboro Bay road made out 
a very strong cast' In their petition to 
the City Council on Monday night ask- 
ing for a sewerage' system. The good 
health of tho city Is of paramount im- 
portance, and the people have a right to 
demand that the Utmost precautions be 
taken to guard against preventable dis- 
eases. Though not wishing to bo under- 
stood ns reflecting upon our own City 
Council, it might be stated generally 
that health matters are not always 
looked upon as seriously as the subject 
deserves. It is only a few weeks ago 
that the Montreal Star deplored this 
fact in connection with that city; and 
go where you will, the same condition 
obtains. People will theoretically admit 
that health precautions are of great im- 
portance, but just as the individual will 
eat or drink something he knows will 
disagree with him, or take chances with 
li is health, so will the average com- 
munity "leave well enough alone" until 
some sudden epidemic or general state 
of danger frightens public opinion into 
taking nction. 

From the report of Dr. Pagan pub- 
lished sonic weeks ago, it would cer- 
tainly appear that the cases of sickness 
in the district covered by the petition 
were due to deficient drainage. The 
aldermen seemed to generally concede 
that the petitioners had right on their 
side, and we hope that the matter will 
be pushed ahead without delay. 

We might point out that steps at the 
same time should he taken to sewer the 
Spring Bidge district. There is a large 
population living in that part of the city, 
and a comprehensive plan might be car- 
ried out, including that section as well 
as the one dealt with in the petition. 

As soon as the plans and estimates 
can be prepared, steps should at once he 
taken to carry them into effect; btll 
there must not be too much time lost in 
talk prompt action is essential. 



TUB SUNDAY NEWSPAPER. 



Alderman Brydon at the City Council 
meeting on Sunday night spoke of Vic- 
toria as being the only city in the Do- 
minion that had Sunday papers. The 
alderman falls into the same error a 
many other good people— that a Mondil 
morning paper is preferable to one pul 
lished on Sunday. Victoria is not the 
only city in Canada where a Sunday 
paper is published— but that is not the 
point. What we have time and again 
striven to make plain is that, from the 
standpoint of Sabbath observance, a 
paper published, like the Colonist, on 
Sunday morning, is far preferable to the 
Monday morning paper. Yet we never 
hear exception taken to the Monday 
morning publication. 

By midnight, or soon after, the copy is 
all in, and the local staff have finished 
their work. By :! o'clock, or a little 
later, the paper is ready for the press, 
and the last of the nighl staff has fin- 
ished. All that remains is the press- 
man's work and the delivery to subscrib- 
ers. By 7 or S o'clock at most the de- 
livery boys have completed their rounds. 
Practically the whole of Sunday is a 
holiday, for no more work Is done till 
Monday. 

The preparation for the Monday paper 
is very different. The local staff has 
to cover assignments on Saturday and 
again on Sunday the reporters are hard 
.■it work gathering news. The paper is 
set up on Sunday night, and as a result 
the men on tho paper not only work 
Sunday, but there is practically no holi- 
day at all. That is the practical experi- 
ence of men who have worked on morn- 
ing papers in the East. Surely Alder- 
man Brydon does not think it is to be 
preferred to what prevails in Victoria, 
where Sunday is, indeed a day of rest 
for the newspaper man. 
Some people -object to the mere distri- 



bution of papers on Sunday. There 
might be some objection if the Victoria 
papers were fashioned on tho -flan of 
the "yellow journals," but we maintain 
that the reading in the Sunday Colonist 
is just as wholesome and healthy as that 
contained in such papers as Onward, 
which are distributed for reading in the 
Sunday schools of the city on Sunday. 
Onward is an excellent little paper, but 
no one will pretend there is no purely 
secular rending in it. 

STATUE TO THE QUEEN. 

" Loyal Victorian." in a letter which 
wo publish this morning, makes the 
timely suggestion that steps should be 
immediately taken to open n fund for 
the erection of a statue of Queen Vic- 
toria in this city. Though he asks that 
his name be not mentioned in the mat- 
ter, it is violating no confidence to say 
that in a private letter to the Colonist 
our correspondent offers to give tho sum 
of $100 towards the object he advocates. 
Tho Colonist is thoroughly in accord 
with tho idea of erecting here, in the 
Capital of the province, a statue to 
Queen Victoria, hut we think the sub- 
ject is so important that there should be 
some systematic movement towards 
carrying it out, with n responsible com- 
mittee to look after tho fund. 

We would suggest that Mayor Hay- 
ward call a meeting for the purpose of 
formulating an organized plan for secur- 
ing subscriptions. Any statue to Queen 
Victoria must be worthy of the memory 
of the great sovereign who for so many 
years ruled over our Empire. The city 
should contribute a liberal sum, and the 
government of this province, we would 
suggest, should ask the legislature to 
make a grant towards it. At the same 
time public subscriptions should be 
taken up as suggested by our corres- 
pondent, ami the donations, as he says, 
should " commence from live cents and 
upwards, to include the children.'' We 
are quite sure tho newspapers will work 
heartily together to aid In any plan de- 
cided upon, and there is no reason why 
the object aimed at should not be at- 
tained. 



Now that the special committee has 
approved of a permanent roadway 
across James Bay, we trust that the 
initial stages will In' pushed through as 
rapidly as possible, and the right of the 
city to lill in tin' fiats settled. Then' 
should be no vexatious delays. The 
fiats must go. 



Simply because we asked the Times 
not to worry itself over the choice of a 
Conservative leader, our contemporary 
gets angrier than ever.

When the lire was well under way, it 
was a, magnificent spectacle. A volume 
of flame about fifty feet by thirty feet 
was being fiercely fanned by the strong 
wind, and completely destroyed the 
house in about twenty minutes. One of 
the telephone pules caught fire and 
burnt till the way up; consequently the 
wires came down in all directions. The 
cause of the fire is not known. The 
house was built in 18(50 on the corner of 
the property known a.s Laing's shipyard. 
The late Capt. Laing built the house, 
and Capt. J. D. Warren is the present 
owner. At the time it was built, lumber 
cost $100 per thousand feet, and had to 
be imported. Capt. Morrison formerly 
owned the house and to live in it, but 
it had not been occupied for some time 
when Mr. Green took it. The family 
only saved the clothes they escu/ped in, 
and they were very scanty. Everything 
else was lost, and there is very little in- 
surance. 

After Mr. Green got out of the house, 
word was telephoned to the lire depart- 
ment. The horses in the adjoining 
barn were saved, and they were run- 
ning about the street in their fright. 

Three lengths of hose were burned 
and several firemen were slightly scorch- 
ed. Then.' were two streams of water 
playing on the fire from hydrants and 
one chemical and a number of chemical 
extinguishers. The loss is estimated at 
$1,000. 

About half-past eight the firemen wor> 
called to No. 1-1 Caledonia avenue. th< 
residence of Mr. T. Wood. Here a hard 
light awaited them, for there wad 
no water in the Cook street main, and 
the flames fanned by the wind had o 
tained o, strong hold on tho roof. For 
twenty minutes it looked us if the whole 
building must go., but finally the fire- 
men triumphed, and the lire, was got un- 
der control. The fire had burned in- 
side the roof on the north side of tin 
building, and the roof was almost com- 
pletely destroyed. There were two lines 
of hose and two chemical engines used. 
This district is a pretty thickly populate 
ed one. A roof across the street caught: 
fire, but the blaze was quickly put out. 
A. great (leal of furniture was remove " 
The cause of the fire was sparks from 
the chimney. T fie loss is estimated at 
about $850— $750 to the house and $100 
to furniture. The fire was one of the 
hardest to handle that the firemen have 
had for a long time.

Athletes Hold 
Annual Meeting 



Report of the Committee of the 
James Bay Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 



New Board of Management Is 
Ejected for the Ensuing 
Year. 



The annual meeting of the James Bay 
Athletic Association was held at tbo 
club house last evening, there being a 
large attendance of members. The re- 
|K>rt of the committee of management 
was read and adopted. Following is 
the reivort: *~ 

Victoria, B. C.. Feb. •>• 
To the Shareholders and Members of the 
James Bay Athletic Association: 

Gentlemen:— The managing committee of 
the James Hay Athletic Association here- 
with submit their tenth annual report on 
the condition and progress of the club dur- 
ing the year Just ended. 

We are again able to state that the past 
year has been the moat satisfactory In the 
«nnalf. of the association, the enthusiasm 
prevailing la all club sports and the large 
number taking an active part therein very 
greatly exceed all previous records. 

The secretary-treasurer's financial state- 
ment herewith presented, also shows a 
healthy Improvement. During the year our 
membership has Increased from 212 to 220, 
■13 new members having been added to the 
roll and 18 resignations received. 

Wc will now present for your considera- 
tion under appropriate heads, various mat- 
ters that have arisen since the last annual 
aioetlng. 

The actual receipts for the year were 
$3,288.G(l, and the expenditures were $.'{,- 
18C.0O, leaving a balance to our credit of 
$1515.00. 

Following out the plan adopted last year 
of delegating to each of the members of 
the committee the management of the dif- 
ferent branches which came under Its care, 
we are glad to be able to say that In Ibis 
manner all matters were brought to the 
attention of the committee and received 
due consideration. 

We are pleased to report that the game 
of handball has still remained popular la 
our midst, and that many players who 
were new to the game last year, have be- 
come by this time, proficient. Itegret is 
expressed that there la no other club in 
this city to compete against, otherwise we 
are sure a further Interest would be taken 
In this line of sport. 

Several members from the Hound athletic 
clubs have visited us this year, with a 
view of defeating our representative team, 
Messrs. N. It. Gresley and ,7. 0. Thomp- 
son, but on avery occasion have returned 
disappointed. Dr. McCulloch and another 
player Trout tbo Seattle Athletic Club are 
making arrangements in give us another 
exhibition of their talent at an early date 
and an effort will be made to secure them 
a good audience. The wnlls around the 
court have been painted white, and ad- 
ditional electric lights Installed at a cost 
of S.'IO, thereby giving the handball players 
better light. 

We regret to report that In spite of the 
fact that every effort has been made to 
encourage members of this association to 
utilize the apparatus placed in the gymna- 
sium for the purpose of physical culture, 
It has been most painfully noticeable that 
baretf half a dozen out of a membership 
of over 200 have been seen to enjoy these 
privileges. 

The .1. It. A. A. were fortunate up to the 
beginning of this year in having a boating 
crew to represent them whose physique 
was naturally developed, but we venture to 
say that that will not always be the case, 
and unless the younger members of this 
association wake up to this fact, get to 
work and during the winter months at 



least make an effort to develop those pow- 
ers which nature has bestowed upon them, 
the reputation of the oarsmen of this asso- 
ciation will, we fear, be sadly at stake. 
We wish to assure you that as every par- 

i Hide of encouragement Is given to this com- 
inltee by those who wish to tnke up physi- 
cal culture, so will we endeavor to assist 

I you In procuring apparatus, and we hope 

! a physical Instructor in the not far distant 
future. We therefore can..ot too strongly 
recommend our younger members, especial- 
ly, to take the opportunity our fully 
equipped gymnasium places at their dis- 
posal, to develop the muscles, chest and 
general physique, so that they may be all 

[ the more able to guard against sickness, 
prepare them for the roving season, and at 
the same time give them a. nanly appear- 
ance which will be an orjnument to the 
association. 

The association still upholds Its reputa- 
tion in basketball, having played a number 
of games towards the end of the 1PC0 sea- 
son in which Its players were Invariably 
successful. Tlie two games with the Seat- 
tle V. M. 0. A. team last season for the 
championship of the Northwest, one of 
which was played at Seattle and the other 
here, proved splendid exhibitions.. Al- 
though we were handicapped by adopting 
the new American rules, and lost the hand- 
some cup for which we competed, our 
players, nevertheless, demonstrated that 
they were In every way equal to their op- 
ponents. Seattle won the first match and 
we won the other, losing the cup on points. 
This season our boys have also met Seat- 
tle twice and have been defeated by very 
narrow margins, In one Instance by one 
point, Interest is greatly Increasing In bas- 
ketball, Seattle, Portland, Kamloops, Van- 
couver. New Westminster, nil having teams 
and very anxious to try conclusions with 
us. A series of games are now on the tapis 
with the above clubs and we are confident 
of giving a good account of ourselves. 

Last summer a cricket team was organiz- 
ed, and tlie matches played proved a source 
of great enjoyment to Its devotees. Whilst 
we were not as successful as we should 
have been we clearly showed that we have 
the making of a first rate eleven. In the 
coming season we, no doubt, will have a 
team who will register a good many wins 
to the associations' credit. 

We are pleased to lie able to report that 
a great Improvement has taken place since 
last year in the Interest that lias been 
shown In the weekly whist tournaments, 
and as many as 2t members have enjoyed 
a pleasant Thursday evening together, the 
usual prizes being awarded. It Is the in- 
tention of the committee to award a prize 
lor the best average during the past sea- 
son, in passing, we have much pleasure 
in saying that again the club was success- 
ful in (1. •renting the Pacific Club by a 
handsome score, and we hope to be able 
I" arrange a return mutch shortly and re 
pea i th<. success. 

The reading room Is now In good crder, 
and as It Is well pan Ized by the mem- 
bers, evidences the fact that the members 
as a whole appreciate tin' changes that 
wore this year made by adding additional 
periodicals and Illustrated papers. While 
this, however, added to the expenses, yet 
wc fed certain that the general opinion 
"ill be that it was a move la the right di- 
rection. 

At thi' commencement or the rowing sen- 
son It was round that the existing (so call- 
ed) shower bath was wholly inadequate 
tor Hi,, purposes intended, and at the re- 
quest of cu mbers your committee refitted 
at a great cost, the shower bath, with the 
result that we now have a shower, which 
Judging by tlie use that Is made of it, what 
has long been wanted. All the other baths 
are in fairly good condition. 

A very successful smoker was held In 
the gymnasium. 

Although In outside competition we have 
met with little success during tlie past sea- 
son in boating, much good work has been 
done. A more general Interest hns been 
taken In this branch of sport anil a number 
of promising men brought out, and the 
foundation lias, we hope, been laid for 
future victories. 

The opening event of tbe season was the 
four-oared lapstreak- race on the Queen's 
birthday, when our new senior crew met 
defeat at the hands of Vancouver. 

The N. 1'. A. A. 0. regatta of 1[)00 was 
belli at Portland on the 4th and 5th of 
.Inly. Hie only entries /if Importance 
made by this association were for the 
senior and Junior fonr-oared races. The 
former was wca by Vancouver, and the 



latter by Portland, with a very fine crew. 
It Is much regretted that our association— 
the oldest, and perhaps tbe strongest of 
the kind on the Coast— was the only one 
not represented in the sculling events. 
The reason for this was not lack of men, 
but lack of boats. The members of the 
Portland Rowing Club left nothing undone 
that would contribute to the pleasure of 
their guests and our representatives return- 
ed with glowing accounts of their fellowship 
and hospitality. 

Our senior crew, both on this occasion 
and that of the race with Vancouver on 
the Queen's birthday was O. McNeill, W. 
La Ing, W. Donaldson and W. Jesse. And 
our junior crew W. Wilson, A. U. Morry- 
lees, J. C. Bridgmau and A. McLean. 

It may be noted while referring to the 
Junior crew, that It was steered by No. 
2, the first time on this Coast that a boat 
has been steered by any other than the 
bowman. 

The eighth annual regatta of this associ- 
ation was held on 25th August. Harbor 
course. Despite difficulties which on the 
eve of the regatta seemed almost Insur- 
mountable, It proved very successful. An 
accident to one of the boats made it Impos- 
sible to row off the club fours, which has 
always been regarded as the principal race, 
but this was, In a measure, condoned by 
the usual interest taken In the smaller 
events, all of which were well contested. 
The attendance was larger than usual, and 
the spectators were unanimous In the ex- 
pression of appreciation of the afternoon's 
entertainment. Much praise and credit are 
due to our lady friends, who by prettily 
decorating the Interior of the club premises 
and taking charge of the refreshments, 
greatly enhanced the pleasure of the oc- 
casion. 

The usual series of club races were run 
off during the summer months and proved a 
source of great. Interest. 

The revenue derived trcm boat rack 
rents during the your Just closed was $140, 
as against $1H0 for the year before. 

The need of new boats Is very pressing, 
but as tlie association Is not In a position 
to procure them out of Its general funds, 
a special committee hns been formed to 
raise money for this purpose. The appeals 
of this committee to the membership for 
subscriptions lias met with hearty response, 
and the fund thus commenced has been aug- 
mented by the proceeds of a "Smoker" 
and a basketball match. 

We hope to have for use next seaso:- two 
new Claspar four-oar lapstreaks (cost about 
$-100) lapstreaks being our greater neces- 
sity; those now In use having seen hard 
service for the past ten years. It still 
seems that we shall be without shells with 
which to contest the sculling events in 
tlie next North Pacific regatta. At the 
beginning of the Inst season we procured 
u pair-oar boat at a cost of $1211 and It 
has proved Itself to be of great service. 

We would point out to the Incoming com- 
mittee the necessity of painting the walls 
and roof of the bout, house, anil placing 
some new logs under the eastern end of the 
raft. 

Von are all doubtless aware that we shall 
have charge of the North Pacific regatta 
next summer. The course lias not yet 
been chosen, but the feasibility of holding 
It on Shnwulgan Lake will probably be con- 
sidered. It Is hoped all members will co- 
operate with the committee In (barge and 
make it a huge success. A determined 
effort will be made lo regain that suprem- 
acy on the waters of the North Pacific 
which was ours for so many years. 

Your committee again wish to place on 
record the Irreparable loss sustained by 
our association in the death of Sergt. W. I. 
Scott at Panrdeberg, South Yfrlca. on 18th 
February last. Ills achievements as an 

amateur sportsman while a in ' -r of 

the association are well known to all, and 
words cannot be found to express the great 
esteem In which ho was held by all. 

We are pleased to note tbe safe return 
of another of our members, Mr. Clarke 
Gamble, from South Africa. 

In conclusion, your committee would ex- 
press the hope that they have merited the 
confidence reposed In them at the Inst an- 
nual meeting-

A NOVEL VESSEL. 

Ontario Man Building a Vessel With Holes 

Tn It. 
From Toronto Star. 

A boat with a bole la It usually goes 
to the bottom and wets somebody. A 
boat with ten holes In it, by all the laws 
of navigation, should accomplish the man- 
oeuvre In had' the time, providing always 
of course that the holes were of the same 
size. It might here be remarked that u 
boat which goes through the water and 
allows the water In ;;o through It Is some- 
what of a novelty, even In this town, 
where navigators with active minds have 
Indicted upon the public gaze boats which 
roil over and over, boats which worm their 
way through the water, bicycle boats, 
proas, catamarans, "pancake" sailing boats, 
batwiugs and a score of other freak 
craft. 

All this serves as an introduction to the 
description of the freak boat— or rather 
u boat equipped with a novel propelling 
device— under construction at Wal- 
ler Dean's bnatworks, Sunayside. 

The inventor of tills boat, Mr. Paul It. 
Trethewuy, of Bracebrldge, Is personally 
superintending the construction of the 
craft, which ho confidently expects will 
double the speed from any other given 
power. If he succeeds, bis fortune is made 
--there Is no doubt about It— for the chlel 
drawback to Increasing .the speed of ocean 
greyhounds Is tlve fact that to obtain an 
extra knot .of speed above a certain point 
means such a marked adltlou to boiler, 
furnace, and coal space as to prohibit the 
Increase, unless space Is of no value on the 
vessel. In fact, It now takes one-half the 
room on a modern ocean liter to produce 
speeil and to control her In her flight from 
continent to continent. 

There Is nothing novel about: the hull 
of Mr. Tretlieway's boat or his engine. Ill 
application of power Is unique. The boat 
Is built on the lines of an ordinary launch 
She Is about 24 feet long and of Ave feet 
beam. At the bow on either side of tin 
stem two holes have been cut in the boat, 
just below the water line, and G-lncu steel 
pipes, which run back to the engine, are 
set In. At the engine the pipes are .lolat 
> <i and run to the stern with a downward 
dip. At tlie lolnts twill screws are worked 
In the pipes. Briefly, the Idea Is that th 
water will be drawn in nt the how and 
forced out astern by the screws. 

"The openings at the bows will do owa 
with the greater portion of the resistant 
forward." said Mr. Tretlieway yestcrduj 
"while the discharge of the water astern 
will prevent the drag there, and I calculate 
that the destruction of these two Items 
of resistance to speed will double the pace 
of the boat, 

The boat will be ready for launching 
next week. The engine with which the 
craft Is equipped is calculated to drive 
the boat seven miles an hour with an or- 
dinary screw. 

The Inventor expects that she will go at 
least 15 If not 20 miles all hour equipped 
with this device. 

Mr. Tretlieway. the man In whose brain 
the Idea originated, is about ">S years of 
age. a white-bearded gentleman of rather 
powerful build. 

Tills unique application of power has 
been n creature of the brain for years, but 
he onlv worked it into perfect shape last 
fall. He has been In the city about two 
months superintending the construction of 
patterns ami the making of eastings for 
the pipes and joints.

About a month ago n young man came 
here and induced unit..- a number of \ letori- 
ans to suhserlhe— at reduced rates— to Mun- 
sey's Magazine, and when I Icy encpiired 
win- the magazine did not come to hand 
the publishers told them they hud been 
swindled by n bogus nc.cnt. These citizens 
will n-ad with interest the news that tils 
man. E II Wihna. alias Brown, alias 
Bennett, alias West, alias Woodson, whom 
magazine publishers claim Is one of the 
smoothest and most accomplished swindlers 
In the West was errestcd at Fort Vaneou- 
ver, Wash., on Friday, for obtaining money 
ntuler false pretenses. Chief of Police 
Meredith, of Seattle, lias been endeavoring 
to locate Wllinn for some time, having been 
given n (in of the man's character when In 
December he caused the arrest of Mrs. \\ li- 
ma for horsewhipping him. When the ease 
(.■ime up at Seattle the wife accused him 
o? being an ex-onvlct and a swindler. In- 
vestigation of his record showed that lie 
haa swindled the public out of not less 
Hum $10,000 In less than two years. Ihe 
Munsev publishing house seems to have 
been used to get money from the public by 
him for the most part, and as an evidence 
of the dangerous character of the swindle 
to which 5,000 persons are estimated tn 
have fallen victims, the following extract 
from an autograph letter written by 
Frank A. Munsey to Chief Meredith, is ol 
Interest: 

"Tills letter of yours," writes Munsey, 
"Is the best, news we have had in this 
Office for many a day, indicating as It 
does, that von have at last landed one 
of the smoothest confidence men in the 
business If you will place an item In 
your local papers asking for people to 
eeme forward who have been victimized 
bv Woodson we have reason to believe 
that you will get a lot of volunteers right 
In your own city. The trouble is, Wood- 
son Is so smooth 1 hat when lie has been 
landed heretofore lie r.is worked on the 
sympathies of his victims and they have 
been weal; enough to let: him escape to 
continue his depredations. If 70U have 
him, hold him by all means, for he is a 
public menace. The man who can swindle 
4.000 or 5.000 people, as ho has done In the 
last vear ought to bo put out of the way.

Frank A. Munsey. to secure 
1.000 subscribers for Munsey's Magazine 
nt the rate of 75 cents. When I have se- 
cured the l.ono subscriptions T win he 
onto led to ii free scholarship at the state 
university."

Farmer Could Xot Get His Insurance 
and Appeals to the Courts. 

Montreal, Feb. 5.— (Special)— An ap- 
plication has been made in the Superior 
court for a winding-up order . for the 
Montreal-Victoria Fire Insurance Co. It 
is made by Rudolph Perrier, merchant 
of La chine, who was insured for $3,000 
and wn.s burned out in May Inst, nnd 
who has been unable to receiver amount. 



One of the greatest legal lights ever 
witnessed ill Victoria came to an end 
yesterday morning, when the jury 
in the case of Williams vs. the. 
British America Corporation rendered 
n verdict for the defendants. Aa 
told in yesterday's Colonist, the 
jurors had wrestled long and earn- 
estly with the intricate and contra- 
dictory evidence presented during the 
wearisome trial, had listened to the ex- 
haustive arguments of able counsel with 
commendable patience and unvarying 
attention — the completion of their task 
marks them as men of superior discern- 
ment, for the average jury entrusted 
with such n complication would inevit- 
ably have disagreed. His Lordship, in 
dismissing them, showed the court's ap- 
preciation of their services by exempting 
them from serving on a jury for twelve 
months. 

A rather fagged looking lot of lawyers 
and officials and jurors assembled in 
court at 30:30 a. in. yesterday, when 
the latter filed into court and slipped 
into the chairs which had become 
familiar from long occupancy. The 
sheriff polled the jury, nnd counsel for 
defendants rose to make a suggestion, 
which was immediately challenged by 
plaintiff's counsel. One of the jurymen, 
however, put a sudden stop to the prom- 
ised legal wrangle by requesting the 
court to save them from further remarks 
from counsel. The foreman expressed 
the opinion that they would reach an 
agreement within half an hour, and they 
were allowed to retire. 

Returning within the time specified. 
Mr. Joshua Davies, the foreman, de- 
clared that they found a verdict for the 
defendants, with costs. 

Mr. E. P. Davis, K. C, moved that 
judgment ho entered for defendants, 
with authority for the special jury. 

Mr. Justice Drake addressed the jury 
in a few complimentary remarks, and 
relieved them from jury service for 
twelve months, as an acknowledgment 
of their long and arduous attendance 
during the trial, 

OR A TO FLO YVhiR ROAP. 

In the Supreme Court yesterday the 
argument in the rule nisi to quash the 
Craigflower road by-law, in which Mr. 
Richard Hnll, M.P.P. appears as plain- 
tiff, with the corporation of the city of 
Victoria as defendants, was begun be- 
fore His Lordship Judge Walkem. Mr. 
Thornton Fell appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. Brndhnrn for the city. 

The whole forenoon was taken up tvith 
the argument, and the citntion of auth- 
orities and precedents. Mr. Brndhnrn 
entered an objection to the proceedings 
on the ground that they had not been 
instituted within the time limited by 
statute. In the afternoon Mr. Topp. 
city engineer, was cross-examine,! at 
length on his affidavit, filed with de- 
fendant's answer. The argument will 
be resumed this morning.
